LONDON, England (Tuesday)—The 
various plenipotentiaries gathered to- 
eether in Paris are engaged in clear- 
‘ing.the way for the meetings of the 
actual Peace Conference, which will 
not begin-until Saturday next. The 
inter-allied peace delegates are sitting 
in council, but they are sitting, so far, 
as the Supreme War Council, and not

What this feeding means ia made 
tolerably clear in Mr, Wilson's mes- 
auge to Congreaa, The President 
recommends the carrying out of Mr, 
lloover's arrangements for the feed.

President Wilson adopts the lan- 
guage of the majority of European 
statesmen in his declaration that Bol- 
shevism must be fought with food and 
not with guns. For a long time the 
conviction has been growing amongst 
these statesmen that the policy put 
forward by President Wilson is the 
correct one. Mr. Lloyd George has 
not for some time ceased to make 
clear that he disbelieves in the effort 
to overcome Bolshevism by force.

The fact 
is that modern Mexico, even contem- 
porary Mexico, has produced not 
few noteworthy men of letters who 
have achieved no mean distinction in 
the field of the novel and the poem. 
Mexico ‘has, for example, Manuel 
Gutiérrez Najera and Salvador Diaz 
Miron, two of the precursors of the 
modernist school which reformed 
Spanish prose and poetry on both sides 
of the ocean. And the Mexican poets 
of today boast, among their number, of 
two men at least, that are carrying 
the impulse of rejuvenation to new 
triumphs: Enrique Gonzales Martinez, 
spokesman of Mexican youth, and 
Amado Nervo, noted on two continents 
for his brilliant prose and verse. 
Nervo began writing while still a 
youth. Indeed, the age at which the 
Spanish-American poets have begun 
their effective work is truly astonish- 
ing. Alforso Reyes, for instance, an- 
other of the nation’s beet-liked poets, 
and who is looked upon as her leading 
literary eritte, not yet 30, Nervyo'’s 
early vereea were of the kind that are

that life did not let me write: the free 
and only book.” 

Nervo’s regret is really unnecessary. 
His bad work, like that of all others, 
will be forgotten, speedily enough; his 
<oo0d work will group iteelf into that 
cherished book of his imagination, 
which he really did write. What he 
has thus far failed to do is merely to 
collect the material and put it between 
two covers, instead of in the hundred 
and one papers and journals where it 
originally appeared. Nervo has been 
a dplomatist, representing his country 
at Madrid 6ince 1995. He enjoys a fine 
reputation in Paris, too. 

Highly significant among his numer- 
ous poems is his “Miraculous Bird,” in 
which he hails the aeroplane as the 
harbinger of universal peace. The 
poem was written in 1910, after a 
flight in a plane, and although the 
great war that broke out four veare 
later for a time seemed to cast a 
shadow upon the poet’s exalted vision, 
he wrote, in the fourth year of th 
war, that his faith was unaltered. and 
that the miraculous bird would yet 
bear the message of peace to the 
whole world. 

To Nervo in this noble 
poem, the colossal white bird realizes 
the dream of the generations, and re- 
conquers for man, the fallen angel, the 
wings that he |lo®t when struggling 
against the gods. Icarus, who fell 
amidst the laughter of the envious. 
rises anew. Jove presents new 
Pegasus to the poets. ‘Life’ Life!’ 
Let us abolish frontiers! Nations, in 
vain do you try to make a weapon of 
that which is a great symbol of peace 
among all peoples! Stain not the 
celestial bird with missions of war! He 

was born for the message of friendship 
and sows kisses of peace among men!” 

The present writer recalls no poem 
in English that has so seized upon the 
poetic significance of the aeroplane 
and so converted a weapon of death 
into a giver of life. In other of his 
many verses the poet reveals uncanny 
skill in searching out the moat hidden 
and scarcely uttered thoughts of

Having just finished the reading of 
The Christian Science Monitor of 
Jan. 7, 1am impelled to forward a few 
vital truths concerning the article on 
page entitled “New -York’s Milk 
League Arraigned,” forwarded to you 
by a district attorney of this citv. As 
joint owner of a 400-acre farm in 
Sharon, Connecticut, which has been 
in the possession of my family for 
three generations, I offer the follow- 
ing statements, knowing them to be 
absolutely true: 

Twenty-five years ago, when my 
father sold milk to private companies 
in New York City, he received less 
than 8 cents per quart, the selling 
price in the city ranging from 6 to 8 
cents; today, when the farmer 
as the maximum 8 cents per quart, 
the consumer pays 18 or 19 cents for 
the same quantity; is it not plam to 
anyone who desites to look beneath 
the surface that there is some reason 
for the proportion of inerease between 
fhe purchasing and selling price?

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah—The House 
of Representatives of Utah on Tues- 
day ratified the proposed constitutional 
amendment for national prohibition, 
43 of the 47 Representatives who were 
present voting in favor of ratification. 
The Senate is expected to act similarly 
today. 

The Governor’s message to the Leg- 
islature was read at a joint session of 
both houses, previous to the vote on 
national prohibition, concerning which 
he said in his message: 

“One of the most important statutes 
written into our books two vears ago 
was the Prohibition Law. Then the 
action taken wae in full accord with 
the desires of the people if reflected in 
the adoption at the last election of 
the prohibition amendment to the con- 
Stitution. In view of the sentiment so 
forcibly expressed against the liquor 
traffic, it would seem proper for this 
Legislature to act favorably on the 
prohibition amendment to the national 
Constitution which has been approved 
by Congress and submitted to the 
states for ratification.”

LONDON, England—The war 


brought many wonderful 
ments in its train and among them is 
the cross-channe!l ferry which has 
plied between England and France 
for the last 10 months or so, and a 
full account of which was recently 
published in the columns of The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. Train ferries, 
which are such a familiar sight on 
entering New York harbor, were un- 
known in England until the necessity 
for speedily forwarding tanks, 
and ammunition to France made it im- 
perative, as far as possible, to elimi- 
nate the time spent in loading and un- 
loading, and the cross-channel train 
ferry was built as a means to this 
end. 

The ‘undeveloped = port of 
borough, on the Stour estuary, close 
to Sandwich, was selected as one of 
the English terminals for the ferry, 
and from this port, which it is inter- 
esting to note in passing, has been 
constructed entirely for war purposes, 
the ferries ran to Calais and Dun- 
kerque. Another terminal was con- 
structed at Southampton, from where 
a third ferry plied to Dieppe. 

Three special ferryboats with a 
speed of 12 knots were constructed, 
two of them being built in the 
field shipbuilding vard on the Clyde. 
These vessels are twin-screw steam- 
ers. measuring 265ft. 6in. In length, 
61ft. Gin. in beam, with a 19-foot 
draft and a displacement of 3654 
tons The decks of the ferryboats 
are provided with a railway track of

league of Nations. If it is to be a really effective instru- 
ment of peace it must, as he insisted in a letter which he

sider the difficult question of international disarmament ; 
it must protect the smaller states, particularly those who 
are ‘called into being by the peace; it must, in .a 
word, concern itself with all matters of international 
importance. 

On the question of urgency, perh; aps Lord Robert's 


‘most pressing reason for insisting, as he does, that the 


formation of the League of Nations must go hand in 
hand with the conclusion of the peace treaties, lies in sie 
fact that he recognizes the importance to the world « 
having these peace treaties permeated, as he puts it, “by 
the League of Nations’ spirit.””. As he has maintained on 
several occasions, the league must look for its chiet sanc- 
tions to public opinion; it must depend for its 
effectiveness upon a recognition of the fact that, how- 
ever honorable and admirable the sentiment of 
nationality may be, vet underlying that sentiment there 
is a common humanity which has in many respects a 
paramount claim on the loyalty of all; and it cannot for 
this very reason come into being in the form of a tew 
clauses added to a peace treaty. 

Thus, in the great speech which he delivered, some 
time ago, at Birmingham, on the occasion of his in- 
stallation as Chancellor of the University, Lord Robert 
insisted that 1f any international organizi ition was to be 
created it should be brought into existence by the treaty 
Which would close the war. “It is only,” he declared, 
“whilst the recollection of all we have been through 1s 
hurning fresh that we can hope to overcome the inevitable 
opposition and establish at least the beginning of a new 
and better organization of the nations of the world.” On 
this point Lord Robert is particularly emphatic, and in 
the course of the letter to Mr. J. Hl. Thomas, already 
referred to, he insists, once again, upon its 1mportance.

On THE announcement of his appointment to succeed 
William G. McAdoo as Director-General of Ratlroads 
in the United States, Walker J). Hines, by telegraph, in- 
formed all regional directors that ““Mr. MeAdoo’s poli- 
cies are my policies and I intend to carry them. out 
through the existing railroad organizations.” He tur- 
thermore declared for a “square deal for labor,” fair 
treatment of gailroad owners and patrons and a closer 
understanding between the public and the government on 
railroad matters. 

As to his understanding ot Mr. McAdoo’s policies, 
and Mr. MeAdoo’s appreciation of thts understanding, 
it 1s related that, during the recent questioning of the 
retiring Director-General before the Interstate Commerce 
(Commission, Mr. Hines, who sat immediately behind him, 
was frequently apealed to for tacts, and that when Mr. 
McAdoo at length found it necessary to depart, -he in- 
formed the commission that Mr. Hines could tell them 
all they wished to know, even better than could he 
himself. 

It is a matter of common knowledge 1n well-informed 
circles that the two have long been, and now are, 1n per- 
fect accord as to the policies pursued and the policies 
to be pursued in order to bring the transportation system 
of the country up to a satisfactory point of efficiency, 
and to insure its maintenance at that point permanently. , 
It is important that the public shall understand this, for 
it means, for one thing, that the new Director-General

‘The 
policy of reducing the number of expensive, duplicated 
offices and the number ot officials has not 
pleased either those personally affected or their friends; 
on the contrary, it has aroused widespread and severe 
criticism; but, nevertheless, it 1s a policy upon the con- 
tinuance of which the public would be likely to insist, 
yere the railroads to he turned hack to their OWhCTs 
tomorrow. Other policies equally beneficial, trom = the 
point of view of the public, and equally obnoxious from 
the point of view of persons who still entertain the 
thought that an important function ot the railroads 1s 
to supply place and profit for the few, have not got be- 
yond the first stages; it will take arduous work, much 
patience, and a campaign of education to obtain the de- 
sired result; and five years willbe rather too short than 
too long an allowance of time for their accomplishment.

reformer, but a man from the ranks of private owner- 
ship, a man who has grown up on the capitalistic 
side of railroading, a former railway attorney, a 
former railway executive. He is believed to be not 
prejudiced against the railroads, or against their 
shareholders. He is not regarded as an enemy of Wall 
Street. Like his predecessor. the greater part of lis 
career has been one of intimate association with high 
finance and big business. But, like scores and hundreds 
of men of the same class and type, he differs from 
those who hold that the public has no right to meddle 
with private business, even when such a business 1s 
wholly dependent upon public patronage, and even 
where it exists by public charter, sufferance, or tol- 
eration. : 

It is only reasonable to assume that the new Director- 
(;eneral approaches and will perform his task with an eye 
to the interest of all parties concerned, no less to the 
worker than to the capitalist ; no less to the public than to 
either. The hour is opportune for the inauguration and 
prosecution of vast improvements as well as important 
reforms in railroading in the United States. Such an 
opportunity as that of the present, if neglected, may not 
come to the nation again in many vears. If there 1s 
taith in the man w ho has been assigned to bring the 
transportation system of the United States up to the 
popular ideal, to a point, that is to Say, where it will 
serve all the people alike and all the people well, then 
that man should have ‘the moral support of the nation. 


Drury Lane 


WHATEVER flutter may be caused in dramatic circles, 
and in circles far wider, by the change in ownership, 
declared to be on the way, of Drury Lane Theater, the 
famous old London playhouse, it is to be suspected that 
the prospect leaves Drury Lane itself quite unmoved. Fer 
Drury Lane is used to changes. During the hundred and 
seven vears that the present building 
homely, industrious, wholesome, brown-brick playhouse” 
of the “Rejected Addresses” has been standing, it has 
witnessed many changes in its own management and in all 
around it. As one writer has said of it, in desperation it 
has worn motley, caught eagerly at every bizarre attrac- 
tion, and been |

a monster concert hall, a French hippodrome with spas- 


modic intervals of pantomime and legitimate drama. .The 
spasmodic intervals, however; were great intervals, With 


supreme confidence in its own ability to hold its own, 
The pot-boiling 
stop-gaps have faded out of.memory and almost out of 
history,and the names of Edmund Kean and Joe Grimaldi 
in and about 1820; Macready, in and about 1840; and 
Dion Boucicault and Chatterton in the sixties are suffi- 
cient to carry it over the first half century of its career; 
whilst the story of Sir Augustus Harris’ triumphs in 
inanagement, and those of his successor, Arthur Collins, 
bring the annals of the old plavhouse almost to the 
present day. 

The story of Drury Lane, however, goes much 
farther back than a hundred vears or so. It was, indeed, 
in the early days of the Restoration that one Thomas 
INilligrew, afterward Master of the Revels to the Merry 
Monarch, purchased from the Earl of Bedford a lease 
of a piece of ground, situated in the two parishes of St. 
Martin's-in-lields and St. Paul's, Covent Garden, and 
thereon built a theater. He opened it on Thursday, 
\pril 8, 1663, with a play called ‘“‘The Humorous Lieu- 
tenant.’ acted by “Has Majesty his Company of Come- 
dians,” and the New Theater, the “King’s House,” as 
the ubiquitous Pepys calls it, quickly became one of the 
great places of assembly for fashionable London. Most 
of the great actors and actresses in the history of Eng- 
lish drama have been connected with it; whilst most of 
the great literary lights of the Eighteenth and early 
Nineteenth centuries criticized and were criticized within 
its walls. It was here that Nell Gwynne made her first 
appearance, and here that Mrs. Bracegirdle set all Lon- 
don by the ears. But the names of the great, connected 
with Drury Lane, as of the indifferent, are legion; Quin, 
Macklin, Garrick, Mrs. Clive, Mrs. Pritchard, Mrs. Sid- 
dons, and John Kemble all won fame or added to it at 
Drury Lane: whiist Addison, Bolingbroke, Horace Wal- 
pole, and Dr. Johnson, to take only a few names almost 
at random, were amongst its regular habitués. 

During all these years, however, it was not the same 
ldrury Lane that witnessed these goings and comings of 
the great, for the present building is the fourth to stand 
on the plot of ground secured by Thomas Killigrew. 
The first theater was burned down in 1672, and, two 
vears later, a new theater, designed by Sir Christopher 
\VWren, opened its doors. It was this theater that saw 
the triumphs of the dramatic Eighteenth Century: but 
toward the close of that memorable period it was pulled 
down and another playhouse, ‘ta model of elegance and 
beauty, was erected, only m its turn to be demolished in 
1809. Three years later the present building was com- 
Its Opening was a memorable occasion for many 
reasons; but for one reason above all others, because it 
was the immediate cause of the appearance of that 
famous production, to which allusion has already been 
made, namely, the inimitable “Rejected Addresses” af 
Llorace and. James Smith. 

The story is well known- the management oft 
the new theater, rapidly approaching completion, desiring 
to signalize the event, promoted a “free and fair compe- 
tition tor an address to be spoken on the reopening 
night; how many compositions, good, bad, and indifferent 
were sent in; how the two Siniths saw thetr opportunity 
and seized the occasion to publish a small volume of 
twenty-two such imaginary addresses, imifating, in the 
most exquisite way, the stvles of the chief writers of the 
day. Byron, Scott, Crabbe, Wordsworth, and others 
equally famous all found a place. Byron declared 
it the best thing of the kind since the “Rolliad.” Scott 
insisted that he must have written the address ascribed to 
nim, although he could notsremember upon what occasion : 
whilst Jeffrey, in the Edinburgh Review, pronounced it 
a model of “humor, good humor, discrimination and good 
taste.”’ All the addresses are excellent, but ““The Baby’s 
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Debut.”’ the supposititious work oft Wordsworth, has an 


excellence all its own:

BEWARE of correct spelling, that is to sav, beware of 
it in Russia, that land of topsyturvydom. Understand 
that correct spelling 1s an unmistakable proof of a -bour- 
geois education, hence anathema to the Bolshevikt.  *\ 
Bolshevist newspaper recently published advice warning 
its correspondents that correctly spelled manuseripts 
would not be published, nor even considered, “because 
only bourgeois write in accordance with the rules of svn- 
tax.’ A printer who had shown distaste for simplified 
spelliig was fined 5000 roubles, and another was impris- 
oned for a similar offense. [ven a Swiss subject was 
made to pay a 5000-rouble fine because, in a publication 
printed for the German Consulate, he had dared to be-— 
bourgeois. 


WRITING from an American Indian reservation to a 
western newspaper, the Rev. Red lox Skiuhushu, @ 
northern Blackfoot Indian, has made an appeal for the 
admission of his race to citizenship that must have 
touched the heart and the imagination of many who read 
it. ““The American flag,” savs this descendant of the 
prehistoric Americans, “has given citizenship to every 
race and nation of the world, but not the American 
Indian. If our go000 bovs offer their lives, why shouid 
not their people become free, as every other nationality 
on the American soil?” Not-only were gooo .\merican 
Indians incorporated in the American Expeditionary 
l‘orce, but the Indians as a whole have taken more than 
$50,000,000 worth of Liberty bonds and donated at 
least $2,000,000 to war relief work. At this time Mr. 
Skiuhushu adds, ““We know not the hyphen; we know 
not the pro this or pro that; we are 100 per cent Amer- 
icans.’ The plea deserves more than passing attention ; 
and there are many modern experts in Indian character 
and affairs who will reel that it ought to be granted. 


REGIMENTAL bands piped the French into Colmar 
and Strasbourg to the tune of “Vous n’aurez pas I’ Alsace 
et la Lorraine.” It 1s one of the few airs which have 
survived from the multiplicity born of that period of 
storm and stress following upon the Franco-German war. 
“Vous n’aurez pas” was the result of a flash of in- 
spiration on the part of its author, Ben Tayou, just as 
was Rouget de I'Isle’s .“‘Marseillaise."” Patriotism was 
the mother of both, and though “‘La Marseillaise” will be 
sung long after “Vous n'aurez pas” has been forgotten, 
Ben Tayvou's song will have been the song of stirring and

THE agricultural agents “of the railroads in the 
United States are\ it is said, instructed to gather all 


available information with regard to lands that may be 
turned over to those veterans of the war who would like 
to go into farming. The Secretary of the Interior, Mr. 
Lane, has some interesting information, and doe& not 
hesitate to express some interesting opinions, on this/ 
subject. It might be helpful to all interested railway 
officials to read what this member of the Cabinet has 
said on the subject. And it, would be very helpful to the 
returned soldier 1: the Secretary's plans were given 
support. 


Te thirty-six-mile oil pipes ‘linking the Clyde and the 
lorth, one of the engineering works with which the war 
has endowed Britain, is proportionate in length to its 
island home. Continents have oil pipes of a length which 
completely dwarf the very respectable dimensions of the 
Clyde to Forth achievement. America has a petroleum 
pipe extending trom Texas and California across the 
Isthmus of Panama, dating, of course, from before the 
opening of the canal. Asia claims the longest oil pipe in 
the world, or at anv/rate one of the longest, in that con- 
duit which runs between Baku and Batoum, a distance of 
550 miles. 

ONE of the proposals that the United States Govern- 
mnent did not adopt was the use of liquid concrete as a 
weapon of war. The idea doubtless appeared quite simple 
and practical to the inventor, and promised to end hostili- 
ties in what might almost be called a pacificistic manner. 
Properly supplied with guns, or rather hose, to- shoot 
liquid concrete into the enemy trenches, and with plenty 
of concrete, all that was ‘theoretically necessary was to 
shoot the trenches half full of concrete, 4nd when it 
had dried the enemy would be helplessly cemented into 
them. Then the conquerors w: ould dig them out with 
pick and shovel, march them off as prisoners and the 
war would be over. But perhaps the military experts 
decided that the enemy would climb out before he was 
stuck in. 


ALEXANDER, as nearly everybody has some time or 
other hears solved the difficulty of untying the Gordian 
knot, which nobody had ever been able to do. by cutting 
it. Something ot the same sort may have been done by 
those large business concerns that are announcing a 
reduction in the price of what they have to seil without 
making any corresponding reduction in the wages of 
those who make it. The argument that the price of com- 
modities cannot come down until the cost of labor comes 
down, and that the cost of labor cannot come down until 
the price of commodities comes down, presents a prob- 
lem quite as perplexing as the traditional knotted cord 
at Gordium. But if a large erlough number of ‘busi- 
nesses reduce prices without lowering wage scales, and 
find they can do it without sacrificing reasonable profit, 
the purchasing power of the dollar “will pleasantly in- 
crease. With more purchasing power to the dollar the 
whole question of tg relation of wages to the support 
of the wage-earner and his family would become easier 
of adjustment
